The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 28, 29, 31-37, 39-42, 44 and 45 are allowable over the prior art of record 
because the prior art of record does not teach a sputter component having a material 
having a sufficient amount of residual stress to increase magnetic pass through flux 
exhibited by the component during PVD compared to pass through flux exhibited 
without inducing residual stress. 

Claims 30 and 43 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art 
of record does not teach producing the sputter target by unidirectional first cold rolling 
as claimed, heat treating as claimed and second cold rolling as claimed so that at least 
70% of a surface area at least within selected boundaries of a surface of the target bank 
exhibit a (200) texture.
